Hevoism of Father Bakker Among the
ioepers of Guiann,

Bishop Willinm  Wulfingh, of Dutch
Guiana, preached ot St James” Catholice
chureh, |".n;_,r.'r and Alsquith stroces, re-
cently atvespers, sy the Balthmore Sun,
Rev, Charles Carrier, the hishop's com-
panion, spoke interestingly of Guiana,
the nuture of the country, its physical

fentores and the work of the HRe-
demptorist futhers among the lepercs,
In the Sunof Suturday mention  was

mude of n priest who has spent his life
at the leper colony of Batavia and is
now dying from the loathsome disease,

This hero is the Rov, Johin Bakker, He
s ubout fifty-sevon yours old and was
born in  Awsterdam, Holland, He

entered the Redemptorist order and was
ordained o priest in Lia nitiveconntry., In
1863 the Redemptorists, st the earnest
request of the  pope, accepted the work
in Guinna, It had previously boen con-
ducted by seculur clergymen, but us they
waork not so0 thoroughly eguipped for
guch an undevtaking as the religious
orders Pope Piug offered the duty to
thoree different ovders before the “m}l'nl]l-
torists were asked to nssume it.  ach
declined toaceept the task.

The Rev, John Bukker was one of the
|,l|.l!|||'| s of his order to gutlllt to the
aMicted community with  spiritupd and
physical comforts, and he worked with

unvemitting  z2oul  for thelr welfare,
About 1880 the first symptoms of the
drepdful plague nu nifosted themselves
upon the gool  priest He, low-
ever, rmmained at a little plantation
Feallod  Livorno, ouvisido  the city of
Paramaribo, the capital, until about

five years ngo, when he was remoye d to
the i sper selttiement of Batavia, where
he I8 expected 1o die in the near [uture,
Rev, M. Bakker is peviectly  helpless,
and has to be dressed snd undeessed by
the wssistant physician, who s also o
lopor.  Bishop Wollingh onee nsked My,
Bakker if ho wanted any favor of him,
suying ho would geant him anything ho
wanted,  He at tiest smiled and vefused
to accept anything, Upon boing pressed
1o make n request he only asked to be
ullowaed $10 8 yvenr to h'l‘"ll for his phy-

sielun,  He is obliged to keep his room,

bt in the midst of all his uul! swing he is
always very cheorful,

Rev. Charles Cureder has spent about
thirteen months in Guiann.  About two
years ngo he wasstationed atthe Church
of the Sacred Hewrt, Canton, for
five monthe. During bis remarks at
vespers he spokie in part as follows: It
is n country exceedingly wild and cov.
